uion of the continent. Under the 
operation oi thus trust the Canadian 
lead miner is deprived of the advan- 
tage which he na*urally possesses by 
reason of his favoradle situation in 
respect to smelters; the same charges 
for freight and treatment being ue- 
manded at Trail, which 1s within one 
hundred miles of the mines, as at 
Omaha, which is two thousand miles 
distant. There being only one lead 
smelter in Canada, whether that 
smelter 1s a_ part of the American 
trust or not, ihe result is that the 
Canadian miner is plactically placed at 
the mercy of the trust m Zetting his 
products onto the market, and is also 
uhereby made subject to the disadvan- 
tages of the United States duty 
against lead imports imto_ that 
country. While “it would be 
manifestly improper for any gOvern™ 
ment to continuously bolster up an in- 
dustry which was not naturally pro- 
fitable for an interminable perioa, it 
was felt that under the peculiar con- 
ditions existing it would ve better for 
ihe country to spend some money’ in 
tiding the silver lead industry over 
what maybe only a short period of de- 
pressed markets, and by doing so pos- 
sibly’ bring about a change in the ar- 
tificlal couditions which now work so 
greatly to the disadvantage of the 
iead miner in placing him at the mercy 
of the mizghly protec:ive United States 
duties aud ol the smelter trust than to 
aliow it to go into a,state of total vol- 
japse, which Otmerwise seemed inevit- 
able. 

With a brisk ‘market and former 
higa prices for silver and lead the 
Kootenay mines could flourish even 
ufider the exactions of the United 
States tariff and smelter trust; but 
under present conditions these exacm 
tions have so fer put the mines prac- 
tically out of -business, and, unless 
counterected in some way, must ulti- 
mately destroy the capital invested and 
depopulate the towns dependent on 
the industry, thereby making a big 
hole in the trade of Canada. It is 
reasonable to expect that the present 
depression of prices will not continue 
much longer, and by keeping the mines 
open during the depression, confidence 
will be created which may reasonably 
be expected to result in the establish- 
ment Of increased smelter facilities in 
Canada and a reduction in the expense 
of smelting so that the charges will 
be based on the actual cost, instead of 
being fixed according to the exactions 
of a foreign combine. This, coupled 
with improved and economical metiods 
ut financing and working the mines, 
may fairly be expected to result in the 
establishment of the industry on a per- 
manent basis and its indefinite expan- 
sion to the advantage not only of the 
district Immediately affected, but of 
the adjoining regions and of the whole 
country. 

The Opposition once more declared 
their adbesion to the principle of a 
protec.ive duty as a cure-all for eveny 
industrial ill. They did not object to 
the bounty, but they unanimously de- 
clared that instead of a bounty there 
should have been a duty, and that the 
duty should be of a permanent nature, 
so as to give the investment of capital 
a permanent basis. That is to say, 
that as in the case of the manufactur- 
ers, the duty should be basis of profit. 
How this would wor« out in its effect 
upon the industries of Canada of which 
lead forms the raw material, did not 
concern them. A high duly is the sure 
and only way to get rich quick  ac- 
cording to their political doctrine, A 
feature of the case which they also ig- 
nored was that the total consumption 
of lead in Canada is very much less 
than the possible and prospective, and 
indeed in former years the actual, pro- 
duction of the Kootenay. If Canada 
consumes only one ton of lead out of 
each three tons produced, it stands to 
to reason that no matter how high the 
duty ts placed in fsvor of that ton, or 
no matter how much the Canadian 
consumer is thereby compelled to pay 
for the lead which he requires, the 
other two tons produced must be sold 
in the markets ot the world at what- 
ever price they will bring. The effect 
of a duty in such a case, therefore, 
would be to abnormally increase the 
cost of leid in Canada without ade- 
quately assisting the lead producer, 
who would have to make his profit on 
the three tons of lead which he mined, 
out of the one ton which he sold in 
Canada Although the opposition spoke 
so strongly and contidently of the su- 
perior advantages of a duty, they did 
noi see fit to put their opinions in 
the shape of a motion or to siand by 
them with a vote, and the bounties, 
after ali, were agreed to without divi- 
sion,

Bulletin Correspondence. 

The railway commission bill was up 
for furvtier discussion yesterday and a 
numberof amendments were proposed 
in matters of detail. . Lhe mos: :mpor- 
tami io the west was in relation 10 
the plowmg of fire guards along: rail- 
ways in Manitoba and ihe Terricories. 
lt had been dealt with by a bili in- 
troduced by Mr. Scott, but the bill 
was withdrawn with the expectation 
of securmz an amendment to the rail- 
way act. The act had been amended 
to provide that the railway commuis- 
sion should have full authority to bind 
the railway company to take measures 
for preveniing tne spread of fire. This 
Mr. Scott did not consider adequate; as 
the only means of preventing fire from 
spreadimg irom the railway on the 
open prairie is by the flowing of fire 
guards, which must be at a distance 
irom the track ‘beyond the reach of 
sparks and therefore beyond the raul- 
way sight of way, and so on either pri- 
vate or public property. The provision 
contained in the act did not give the 
raitway commission authority to deal 
with private property, as a regulation 
compeiling the piowing of fire guards 
on the praivie wouid require. it was 
with. a view of having such provision 
made that Mr. Scoti prepared an 
amendment, which, in his absence, was 
to be moved by Mr. Davis. 

On moiion to reconsider the section 
of the act regarding protection from 
fires Mr. Davis spoke at considerabl: 
length explaining an arrangement that 
had been made between the Northwest! 
government and che railway companys 
to have fire guards provided. The ar- 
rangement was that the government 
should do the work and the raliway 
compyny pay half the cost. In _ the 
case of the Calgary and Edmoncvon and 
the Prince Albert railways the com- 
panies had promised to agree to such 
un arrangement, but withbeld the 
signing of the agreement until the 
work had been done by the govern- 
ment:, and so far had failed to pay 
their share of the cost. The C. P. R. 
had complied with the agreement for 
one. year, but had given notice thai 
it was now terminated. The railways 
were the chief cause of prairie fires by 
their operations, the companies should 
be compelled to protect the public do- 
main and pvivate jaterests against such 
calamities for which they were respon™ 
sible: Besides, a railway company was 
in a’ much better position to provide 
fire guards than was the local govern- 
ment. For this reason it was desired 
that provision should be made in the 
railway act which would empower the 
railway compunres on the order of the 
commissioners to enter upon public or 
private properiy outside the right of 
way in Manitoba and the Territories 
for the purpose of plowing fire guards. 

Mr. Gourley, M.P. for Colchester, N, 
S.. who had lived for some time and 
had interests in the ranching country, 
strongly supported the view presented 
by Mr. Davis. 

Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick, Minister of 
Justice, and J'on. Mr. Blair, ex-Minis- 
ter of Railways, both agreed in the 
opinion that the provision for em- 
powering the commissioners regarding 
the spread of fires as it stood inj the 
act Was sulficient to enable them to 
orde* the company to enter upon pub- 
jic or private property for the purpose 
of plowing fire guards; but they poti 
also hela that 1 was not the right of 
the Dominion parliament to provide for 
ithe exercise 01 such auchority without 
providing also for compensation :to the 
owners of the private property  af- 
fected. If that were done 1 could and

Agricultural Experiments. 
The co-operative field tmals con- 
ducted by wndividual farmers under 
the auspices of their respective agri- 


cultural societies 18 now in practical 
operation and this section of the re- 
port deals with the imtiatory steps. 
Extensive tmals of three different 
varieties of winter wheat in Alberta 
under the system outlimed are this 
year Deng made. The result of the 
work at tse Calgary experimental sta- 
tion with grasses, potatoes, oats, fall 
wheat and barley will be found on 
page 102. 
Tronsit and Markets. 

Under this head the deputy commuis- 
sioner points out the great possibilities 
before the west in the way of opening 
up trade with the Orient, especially in 
preadstuffs. This is a most important 
matier and the remarks made are well 
worth thoughtful coasiders tion. The 
trade in baled hay wilh the Yukon also 
receives notice. That hardy perennial 
the grain blockade is dealt with at 
some length and statistics of ship- 
ments by American routes and eleva- 
tor capacity are given.

The deputy com- 
missioner considers that only. trained 
men should be used for this work and 
that the tendency in modern jinstitute 
work to demonstrate rather than des- 
cribe shouid be encouraged as being 
likely to edd to tbe populariy of the 
mstitute leclures. : 

Agricultural. Fairs. | 

This portion of the report should 
prove of special interest to directors of 
agricultural societies as rit indicates 
many directions in which our fairs may 
be :mproved and made more atiractive 
without detracting from their educa- 


tiona! value. 
Officiai Live Stock Judging. 

This is a matter in which the Ter- 
ritories has taken a foremost placeand 
the good results of the system: are al- 
ready showing themselves. In a conn- 
try of such vast extent there are no 
doubt many difficulties to contend 
with in carrying Out work of thissort, 
but the department seems to have met 
these with a considerable amount of 
success. : 
Agricultural Societies. 

The statistics ziven on page 130 show 
an increase of membership from the 
previous year of 340. The aggregate 
expenditures of the various , societies 
for 1°92 amountea to the respectable 
sum of $51,004.57. 

Colonization. 

The figures given relating to the 
volume of immigration, homestead en- 
tres and sales and grants of land, tell 
a tale of remarkable progress and ex- 
pansion. 
Game Protection. 

Under this head on pages 185 to 137 
will be found a list of the game birds 
of the Territories which will prove-of 
uiterest alike to sportsmen and natur- 
alists. 

Public Health. | 

This section of the report is full of 
interesting statistics and should be 
carefully studied vy all those who are 
interested in the social progress of the 
Territories. Under Vital Statistics will 
be found a numper of mew tables which 
bring out some striking facts. 

Hospitals. 

The usual sta*istics given under this 
head show tha’ these worthy institu- 
tions have participated to come extent 
in the material prosperity ol the cOun- 
try Notwithstanding the fact that 
there has been a distinct advance in 
prices of all staple goods consumed by 
these institutions, the cost of mainten- 
ance per patient per diem has decreas- 
ed. 

Office work. 

In the conciuding lines of his report 
Mr. C W. betersoa, who has since re- 
signed the position of deputy commis- 
sioner so ably filled by him, takes the 
ppportanity of thanking the agricul- 
turai ana Terrioriai press, as well as 
the dep*rtmental staff for their loyal 
and active support during his term of 
office and states thai he has severed 
his connection with the department. 

The remainder of the volume is taken 
up with the reports of the Territorial 
Purebred Cattle Breeders’ Ass0clation 
Territorial Horse Breeders’ Association, 
Territorial Sheep Breeders’ Association 
and the Territorial *Natural History 
Society, ail of which are of general as 
well as particular interest.
